How the story oiii^ 
liuUad la doubtful, but It haa been 
eartaln)>(l that thcro waa a nraman of 
reput« who many years ago sailed 
from Holland to the eaat via the Cape 
of Oood Hope but waa never acaln

of which the Dhine wrath docrpod 
tflk^he Hlionld ho ocfiitiled till tho 
eMoK of doom In endeavoring to

L murder ho eoamittad befiore oou- 
aenclng his fateful voyage. 
Whatever the cause of this ancient 
gentleman's monotonous wandering 
may be, It Is probably In connection

•flMt or aahore, for It Is stated that 
la tlM lo« of H. M. 8. nacchantp, while 
on a voyage round thp world with the 
little princes In 18S1, there appears 
on July 11 the entry: "Plying Dutch- 
man eroaaed our bowa."

Llchta aiw M«n aboard 
of her knd her decka are crowded with 
men. By the foot of the bowsprit a 
man Is conspicuously standing and 
facing toward the shore, with a lady 
clinging to his arm.
